In his ruling that employers 


who desire partial exemption 


from the overtime sections of the fair labor standards act of 
1938 by a two-thousand-hour contract with a union must guar- 
antee their employes a fixed annual wage or annual employ- 


that this type of wages might be- 
come more widely used under the 
act. 


He based this prediction on an 
interpretative memorandum pre- 
pared by General Counsel Calvert 
Magruder covering the provisions 
of the act under which employers 
who have agreements with labor 
unions may work their employes 
as long as twelve hours per day or 
fifty-six hours per week for limited 
periods without paying overtime, 
which normally begins after forty- 
four hours, per week. 

Rules Covering 
Exemptions 

When this is done, he said, the 

law, prescribes that contracts must 


limit the number of hours worked | 


to 1,000 hours in twenty-six weeks 
or 2,000 hours in fifty-two weeks, 
and can be made only with unions 
certified as bona fide by the na- 
tional labor relations board. 

The section governing the 26- 
week contract for 1,000 hours’ work 
does not require an employment 
guarantee, Mr. Andrews explained, 
but the section covering contracts 
for 52 weeks and 2,000 hours’ work 
includes the phrase “on an annual 
basis.” 

“It was brought to the attention 
of congress that an employer 
might, for example, guarantee his 
employes $30 a week for fifty-two 
weeks, or a fixed annual wage of 
$1,560 regardless of the number of 
hours an employe worked in any 


particular week,” Mr. Andrews 
said. 
“Thus, an employe might work 


fifty-two hours in one week and 
but sixteen hours in another, yet 
receive $30 for each week. This plan 
could not be continued in effect if 
the employer was required to pay 
time and one-half the regular rate

Building Tradesmen in 
California to Meet in First 
Convention in Ten Years; 
Program Listed 


The building and construc- 
tion workmen of California are 
manifesting keen interest in 
the convention of the state 


building and construction 
trades council which will convene 
in the building trades temple, San 
Francisco, on March 24th. Unions 
all over the state have selected 
their delegates and are sending in 
their credentials. 

Federal, state and county offi- 
cials will address the convention 
on matters of importance to labor. 
Representatives of the American 
Federation of Labor, the building 
trades department and of its affil- 
iated internationals will present 
matters for the consideration of 
the convention. 

General President Frank C. Mac- 
Donald and General Secretary 
Samuel J. Donohue and the other 
executive officers of the council 
are all busy dealing with arrange- 
ments for the convention. 

In addition to the subjects con- 
tained in the convention call, a 
number of other matters of vital 
importance to the building and 
construction workmen will be 
dealt with. 

Part of Program Listed 

Vocational education and appren- 
ticeship systems will be studied 
and recommendations made to in- 
sure proper training of American 
youths and rehabilitation of in- 
jured workmen. 

Consideration will be given to 
the most equitable methods of 
bringing about at the earliest pos- 
sible date uniformity of wage 
scales and working conditions in 
California. 

A careful review will be made of 
the conditions maintaining in each 
district of the state, and a pro 
gram calculated to insure a wider, 
broader and more effective organ- 
ization of all building and con- 
struction workmen in California. 

Legislative bills, involving the 
union workers, will be discussed 
and acted upon. 

Convention headquarters will be 
located in the building trades tem- 
ple, 200 Guerrero street, San Fran- 
cisco.

of pay for all hours worked in ex- 
cess of forty-four hours in the 
weeks that the employe worked 
fifty-two hours. 

“Tt was thus to encourage the 
regularization and stabilization of 
employment and income that con- 
gress required that the employe be 
employed ‘on an annual basis’ be- 
fore the employer was given an 
exception from overtime provisions 
of the act * * *.” 

The 1,000 and 2,000-hour limita- 
tions are rigid, Andrews said, and 
will include hours for which over- 
time has been paid. 

Collective Bargaining 
Not Destroyed 

If an employer works employes 
in excess of the hours limitation, 
he “will become liable for over- 
time to such employes for all hours 
which they worked in excess of 
forty-four in any work week dur- 
ing the period and will be subject 
to the penalties set forth in the 
act,” he said. 

“Those provisions, therefore, in a 
collective agreement which set 
standards that do not meet stand- 
ards set in the act will yield to the 
provisions of the act,” the ruling 
said. “This does not mean that the 
act destroys such collective agree- 
ments. There is nothing in the act 
itself which purports to relieve an 
employer or his employes of any 
obligations he or they may have 
assumed by contract. ... Nothing 
in the act limits an agreement to 
standards set therein or in any 
way restricts the process of collec- 
tive bargaining to secure higher 
standards.” 

Andrews said he did not plan to 
certify that contracts entered into 
under the 1,000 and 2,000-hour par- 
tial exemption sections met re- 
quirements of the act because he 
did not have authority to issue 
certificates and because “their is- 
suance would in no way protect the 
employer in a suit brought by his 
employes nor would a refusal to 
issue them foreclose the question 
of the employers’ liability.” 

Copies of the ruling may be ob- 
tained from the labor department’s 
wage-hour division in Washington.

LEAGUE BANNED BY AFL AS 
ClO ORGANIZATION 


Continued Membership in Group Headed by 
Lewis Will Subject Unions to Charter 


Revocation, Executive Council Declares 


The unions affiliated with the American Federation of Labor 
which accept membership in labor’s non-partisan league, the 
political wing of the C. I. O., render themselves liable to have 
their A. F. of L. charters revoked. 

This was made clear in a letter sent by William Green, presi- 


dent of the American Federation 
of Labor, to all A. F. of L. affil- 
iates, including national and inter- 
national unions, state federations 
of labor, city central bodies, and 
directly affiliated local unions, 
The text of Mr. Green’s letter, 
which was sent by direction of the 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor, follows: 
“The executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor at 
a meeting held in Miami, Florida, 
recently directed me to communi- 
cate with you calling attention to 
the fact that the so-called labor’s 
non-partisan league is a C, IL. O. 


| organization and is tn no way re- 


garded as a labor organization by 
the American Federation of Labor. 
The executive council regards it as 
a purely political organization. 

American Federa- 
tion of Labor follows a non-par- 
tisan political policy and formu- 
lates said non-partisan policies 
from time to time as circumstances 
warrant and conditions require, I 
am writing to call upon you to re- 
frain from accepting membership

“Unfortunately the problem is 
not so simple with respect to un- 
employment compensation. Each 
has its own unemployment 
compensation insurance act and 
since congress has reserved to it- 
self the exclusive right to legislate 
for seamen the various state leg- 
islatures, no matter how favorably 
disposed, cannot grant such cover- 
age to seamen. 


“Under these conditions the only 


| solution seems to be the enactment 


of a federal unemployment com- 
pensation bill for seamen and 
other marine workers now denied 
such coverage under state laws. 
“The social security board has 
estimated that there is an excep-

“This condition will obviously 
place a much greater burden upon 
an unemployment compensation 
fund for this single industry than 
the average burden will ever be 
under any state law covering di- 
versified industries. As a conse- 
quence the unemployment com- 
pensation insurance tax in the 
|marine industry will necessarily 
|have to be higher than now pro- 
vided in state laws, i. e., if equal 
average benefits are to be paid in 
marine industry. 

Asks Law Including 
All Workers 

“The American Federation 
Labor believes that 
difficulty pointed out could be 
avoided by passing a federal un- 
employment compensation law coy- 
ering the workers of all states and 
pooling all funds to equalize the 
costs for all industries. The marine 
industry is essential to all other in- 
dustries and does, in fact, serve all 
other industries. Hence, there is 
no sound reason for isolating it 
and thereby making the costs of 
unemployment so high that real 
benefits cannot be paid. 

“Tf the time is not ripe to merge 
all these state laws into one fed- 
eral unemployment compensation 
law, then we most earnestly plead 
for the enactment at this session

A committee representing the in- 
ternational association of fire 
fighters from Oakland, Emeryville 
and Richmond appeared before the 


legislative com- 
mittee on insur- 
ance last Tues- 


day urging the 
passage of legis- 
lation that will 
provide  protec- 
tion for firemen 
die from heart disease or 
pneumonia incurred in the line of 
duty. 

The committee declared the work 
of firemen is the direct cause of 
heart disease in many cases and in 
their argument cited the fact that 
eighty per cent of the deaths of 
firemen were caused from heart 
disease before they became fifty 
years of age. Firemen must per- 
form their work in atmospheres 
polluted with smoke and _ poison- 
ous gasses all of which, the com- 
mittee said, has a direct affect on 
the heart.

by the big Carlisle Lumber com- 
pany of Onslaska, Wash. 

Workers at the company’s mills 
and camps joined the lumber and 
sawmill workers’ union, a unit of 
the carpenters’ union, back in 1934, 
but the firm, after prolonged nego- 
tiations, refused to sign an agree- 
ment. Instead, it shut down its 
mills and logging camps in May, 
1935. 


Reopened with Strikebreakers 

Three months later it reopened 
with strikebreakers, requiring each 
oO sign a “yellow dog” contract as 
the price of a job. Widespread vio- 
lence, provoked by the company, 
accompanied the reopening. 

After passage of the national 
labor relations act, the strikers ap- 
pealed to the board and got a 
sweeping order charging the com- 
pany with vicious anti-unionism 
and ordering reinstatement of the 
147 with back pay from the time of 
the lockout, minus what they 
earned in the meantime. 

The company fought the order 
through the courts, contending the 
board had no jurisdiction because 
the dispute started before the la- 
bor act went into effect and main- 
taining the wage award was ex- 
cessive. Its contentions were re- 
jected by lower courts and the 
supreme court. 


Stevenson Is Elected 
President of Molders 


The executive board of the In- 
ternational Molders’ Union of 
North America, affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
session at the union’s headquarters 
at Cincinnati, Ohio, elected Harry 
Stevenson, of Irvington, N. J., pres- 
ident of the organization. 

Mr. Stevenson succeeds Anthony 
J. Prendergast, Worcester, Mass., 
who became president July 1, 1938, 
upon the retirement from that of- 
fice of Lawrence O’Keefe. As ill 
health has prevented Mr, Prender- 
gast from ever assuming the duties 
of the presidency, Mr. Stevenson 
has been stationed at headquarters 
in Cincinnati during the past year 
as president pro tem.

Women in D. C. Industry | WPA JOKES PROHIBITED 


To Get $16 Basic Wage 


Minimum Pay of $13 
Ordered for Learners in 
Graphic Arts Plants 


Women employed in manufac- 
turing and wholesale plants in the 
nation’s capital were guaranteed 
a $16 weekly salary under an order 
issued by the District of Columbia 
minimum wage board. It is esti- 
mated that more than 1500 women 
workers will benefit by the edict. 

This basic wage was set for a 
work week of from 32 to 44 hours 
after several weeks of hearings. A 
final hearing was set for April 8. 
In the event there are no compli- 
cating objections, the wage will be- 
come mandatory in 60 days. 

Part-time employes will be paid 
on the basis of 40 cents an hour, 
and for overtime the pay rate will 
be time and a half. In graphic arts 


| establishments, the board provided 


for a $13 weekly wage to learners 
for the first six months of employ- 
ment. The learners will be raised 


$1 for each succeeding six-month 
period.

BY ACTORS’ FEDERATION 


Ten Thousand Members 
Forbidden to Use Gibes 
About Relief Workers 


The executive council of the 
American federation of actors has 
taken a commendable step in pro- 
hibiting the 10,000 performers and 
other members of the federation 
from indulging in witticisms be- 
fore paying audiences about the 
WPA and WPA workers, The ac- 
tion of the council was announced 


by Ralph Whitehead, executive 
secretary of the federation. 


The resolution adopted by the A. 
F. A. pointed out that many feder- 
ation members are now on WPA 
rolls, that WPA gibes are “humil- 
iating for them and for the 1,000,- 
000 members of other unions on 
WPA,” and that they are “degrad- 


ing and injurious to the acting 
profession.” 

WPA jokes had offended WPA 
workers, Mr. Whitehead said. 


Stung by the gibes, he said, many 
WPA laborers had shown their re- 
sentment by walking out of the- 
atres upon hearing jokes suggest- 
ing that the government is wast- 
ing its money on WPA projects or 
that WPA employes are shirkers. 

The jokes, he declared, “are an 
insult to the splendid achievements 
of the American federation of 
actors members on WPA and to 
the fine work done by the WPA 
generally.” “They are undoubtedly 
keeping WPA employes away from 
theatres,” he said

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Protecting Funds 
Bank Stockholders Must Pay 


Government Loan 


Another victory in the broad field of protecting funds of the 
federal government against the questionable practices of certain 
bankers is recorded by the decision of the United States circuit 
court of appeals for the seventh judicial circuit in awarding to 
the Reconstruction Finance corporation $14,000,000 from the 
stockholders of the Central Republic Bank & Trust company, of 
Chicago, Ill., the old “Dawes bank,” which passed out of exist- 
ence in 1932. 

The suit of the Reconstruction Finance corporation against 
the stockholders developed from $90,000,000 in loans made by 
the R. F. C. to save the bank from collapsing during the days 
preceding the 1933 bank moratorium. 

Charles G. Dawes, a former vice president of the United 
States, was one of the highlights in the Central Republic Bank 
& Trust company. When the financial condition of the bank 
became acute in June, 1932, Mr. Dawes resigned as chairman | 
of the Reconstruction Finance corporation and returned to 
Chicago to save the tottering bank. 

A short time later the Reconstruction Finance corporation 
agreed to lend the Central Republic $90,000,000, with an imme- 
diate advance of $30,000,000 on the commitment. Despite this 
large loan from the Reconstruction Finance corporation the 
affairs of the bank grew worse, and in October, 1932, Mr. 
Dawes and his associates established a new bank, the City 
National Bank & Trust company, with Mr. Dawes as its chair-

company as a liquidating shell for the old Central Republic 


Bank & Trust company. 


The suit of the Reconstruction Finance corporation to col- 
lect $14,000,000 of this loan from the stockholders of the 
Central Republic Bank & Trust company was filed November 
19, 1934, under the Illinois Bank Stockholders Liability Act 
which provides double liability. In November, 1936, Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson awarded that amount to the Recon- 
struction Finance corporation. Presiding Judge Evan E. Evans, 
who wrote the opinion of the circuit court of appeals upholding 
the Wilkerson decision, concluded the opinion with a sig- 
nificant declaration regarding the responsibility of stockholders 


for the debt incurred by the bank.

GREYHOUND COMPANY IS 
HIT BY NLRB ORDER 


Found Guilty of Interefering 
With Right of Employes to 
Self-Organization 


The national tabor relations 
board ordered the Atlantic Grey- 
hound corporation, Charleston, W. 
Va., operator of the Pennsylvania 
Greyhound line operating buses 
throughout the southeastern United 
States, to “cease interference with 
the rights of its employes to self- 
organization,” and directed that an 
election for collective bargaining 
representative to be held at an un- 
named future date. 

The action by the board was 
based upon facts testified at the 
joint hearing upon objections to the 
conduct of the company during the 
course of a former election filed by 
the international association of 
machinists, an A. F. of F. affiliate, 
and charges of unfair labor prac- 
tices involving the same conduct 
filed by an unaffiliated union. 


Representative Jerry Voorhis of 
California, in a statement to the 
American federation of govern- 
ment employes, announced that he 
had introduced a new bill, H. R. 
4325, to give the benefits of old 
age retirement to government em- 
ployes not covered by the civil 


service retirement system, and 
that this bill seeks to eliminate 
any possibility that may have ex- 
isted in his earlier bill, H. R. 119, 
of placing civil service retirement 
under social security. 

“For a long time I have been 
concerned about the plight of per- 
fectly capable and skilled Amer- 
ican citizens who have had the 
misfortune to pass the age of 50 
years,” Mr. Voorhis said. “So at 
the last session of congress and 
again in this one I introduced a 


bill to forbid discrimination against 
anyone applying for government 
employment on account of his age. 
It seemed to me this might at 
least offer an example to the other 
employers of the nation and break 
to some extent the unreasonable 


barriers now raised against older 
men.

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Security For Sickness Sought 
By Wagner's Health Bill 


Large Federal Program of Grants to the States 
Provides Coordination of all Public Medical 
Aid; $80,000,000 Additional Needed 


the background, Senator Robert F. 
Wagner of New York has intro- 
duced an administration-endorsed 
bill for a new national health pro- 
gram. Mr. Wagner offered the 
measure as an amendment to the 
social security act, which he spon- 
sored; a health section declared 
| the senator, would round out the 
act and “conquer this last remain- 
ing frontier of social security in 
America.” 

The bill did not provide for di 
rect federal medical care or health 
insurance—controversial subjects. 
Under its provisions the national 
government would set standards 
and make grants-in-aid to states 
meeting them. The plan would cost 
the federal government $80,000,000 
in its first year and more there 


after. It would cover child and 
maternal health; general health 
service and investigations; hospi 


tal and health center construction: 
general medical care programs: 
insurance against wage losses dur- 
ing periods of temporary disabil- 
ity. 

The federal government spends 


With such study and debate in! 


more than $100,000,000 annually on 
public health. It gives relatively 
small amounts to assist in sup- 
porting public health — services. 
principally rural nursing facilities, 
already established by many states. 
The intent of the new program is 
to increase the $100,000,000 by the 
estimated $80,000,000 in the first 
year of operation and more there- 
after, in order to encourage states 
to conform to what experts feel 
are necessary minimum standards 

To those states which would con- 
form to standards.to be set under 
the authority of the proposed ler- 
islation, the federal government 
would make grants ranging from 
33 1-3 to 66 2-3 per cent of the to- 
tal cost of public health services 
and hospital construction, the 
poorer states to get the higher 
percentages. 

It would underwrite general pro- 
grams for medical care to the ex- 
tent of 16 2-3 to 50 per cent of to- 
tal cost, depending on per capita 
income of states. 

Finally it would make a flat 
grant of 33% per cent of the cost 
of setting up by 
proved disability insurance plans 

The public health program ap 
pears to face only minor opposi- 


tion in the congress.

drain on the funds of the various 
retirement systems built up by 
contributions of federal employes. 
Also, what about the problem of 
government workers not now pro- 
tected by civil service or any re- 
tirement system? 

“So I introduced another bill, 
H. R. 119, which aimed, so far as 
I intended, merely to bring under 
the social security act all govern- 
ment employes not covered by any 
retirement system. Certain fea- 
tures of this bill were objected to 
by some of the federal employes’ 
organizations because they feared 
the bill might have the effect of 
placing their retirement systems 
under control of the social security 
board. Certainly the last thing I 
wanted to do was to interfere with 
the retirement systems now in ef- 
fect. 

“My whole purpose was to pro- 
tect, in a measure at least, the 
people not under any retirement 
system. 

“So I asked the representative of 
the American federation of govern- 
ment employes to draw a bill which 
would do what I wanted done and 
yet not in any way raise any ques- 
tions about the retirement sys- 
tems. That bill is H. R. 4325, which 
will give the benefit of a general 
retirement system to all federal 
employes not now covered.”

Congressman W. T. Schulte, who 
is fighting for the probe, said or- 
ganized rings were operating in 
Cuba, Mexico and Canada and 
“dumping” thousands of aliens into 
this country every month. 

Congressman Samuel Dickstein 
made even more startling allega, 
tions. He said ship captains make 
a regular business of smuggling 
aliens as members of crews, and 
that the traffic is extremely prof- 
itable. 

Millions of foreigners have been 
brought into the country by this 


and other illegal means, Dickstein 
insisted.

As a result of this meeting, Mr. 
Hoeltz promised to write to the 
eastern headquarters for assist- 
ance in bringing about some sort 
of a fair settlement on a national 
scale. 

The Boysen company again takes 
the spotlight this week as a result 
of firing a shop steward for neg- 
lect of duty and possible dishon- 
esty, last Monday. The “possible 
dishonesty” phase was immediate- 
ly wiped out when the business 
agent contacted the proper parties 
Monday night and verified the 
shop steward’s statements and his 
honesty. From all indications, re- 
sulting from careful study of the 
agreement and several discussions 
with the union’s attorney and the 
labor commissioner as well as rep- 
resentatives of the bonding com- 
pany, it appears certain that the 
union will be able to vindicate this 
man’s reputation.
